It seems to me that in today’s environment of 
caution and fear, we are bringing up a generation 
of children who do not know how to touch, or be 
touched. That frightens me. 

Human contact is such a vital part of our 
existence. Numerous studies done on premature 
babies and their progress through life have taught 
us that even the simple touch of a finger on these 
small little people can give them unbelievable 
strength. Stories of children who were sick as 
babies and consequently picked up and held 
frequently, often conclude with an adult who is 
better adjusted and more able to bond with other 
human beings. 

I understand the need to.warn our children 
against strangers who may wish to hurt them. And 
I know that not all people who wish to touch us 
want to do so in a good way. But I struggle with 
the notion that a simple hug can bring a child to 
tremble with fear of what may come next. I 
seriously doubt that what started out as a simple 
idea to train our kids to feel safer was meant to 
grow into this anxious environment of fear and 
uncertainty. 

My husband and I are huggers. We admit it 
freely and enjoy the comfort that a touch or hug 
can bring to others andeourselves. Hugging 
someone is such a silent but profound way to 
communicate caring, or comfort or even empathy. 
Without a word, we can tell someone that we hope 
our thoughts will help that person in some subtle 
way. A hug tells a teenager that they are not alone. 
That we value them, even though they may have 
made a wrong choice recently. Touching someone 
can send the message that forgiveness is as close 
as their own hug back. And that they are loved. 

So, although we now have learned to ask 
permission, we continue to touch those people 
who are a part of our lives. Because without this 
simple human contact, we certainly would be 
alone. 


We welcome

There is a well-known saying that there are 
two unavoidable events in life — taxes and death. 
Although humans face death and most of us fear 
it, we do have options for the end-of-life care we 
choose for ourselves and our loved ones when 
faced with a terminal illness. 

Because of the fear associated with dying. 
many of us try to delay or avoid death. In the past. 
this has resulted in families avoiding the emo- 
tional pain by placing their loved ones in an 
institution, or in families permitting doctors to 
attempt extreme and expensive life-saving 
measures, thereby unintentionally prolonging the 
possibility of physical pain of an illness. Recently. 
as more terminally ill patients have fought to 
control their own fates, physician-assisted suicide 
has become a highly visible and controversial 
option as well. 

But there is another option that not only 
allows the patient to guide his or her final days, 
but also treats the family as a cohesive unit by 
offering spiritual and emotional comfort along 
with the physical medical treatment. That option is 
hospice, 

The hospice philosophy of care focuses on the 
family instead of just the patient. It provides 
palliative medical care for the patient, as well as 
psychological, social, and spiritual support for 
both the patient and his or her family. In addition, 
hospice allows patients to receive this care in the 
comfort and dignity of their own homes or in 
home-like settings. This alleviates the patient’s 
fear of spending their final days in the cold, sterile 
environment of an institution. 

The hospice concept of care treats the person, 
not the disease, and emphasizes the quality of life, 
not the duration. The hospice team of volunteers 
and professionals — including physicians. nurses. 
counselors, social workers, home care aides, and 
spiritual caregivers — works to develop individu- 
alized plans of care designed to ease the patients’ 
physical and emotional pain. 

Hospice also eases the financial burden of 
health care when compared with institutionaliza- 
tion. Approximately 90 percent of hospice services 
are delivered in the home, where a family member 
or friend serves as the primary caregiver. This care

This letter is to draw attention to the caring people 
who live and work in Boyne City.

On Saturday, Oct. 10, I had the misfortune to be stung 
by a bee while awaiting my tec time at Boyne Mountain.

However, the reaction I experienced following the sting 
made me realize that I was breaking out in what I thought 
were hives and I needed to get some medication to relieve 
my symptoms. 

I drove to Huff’s Pharmacy in Boyne City to 
purchase an antihistamine but began to feel faint and was

has proven to be less expensive than hospital and 
nursing home services. In 1997, the estimated 
Medicare charges per day in a hospital and skilled 
nursing facility were at $2.121 and $454, respec- 
tively. The average Medicare charge for a day on 
hospice during this time was approximately $108. 

Although the physical. emotional, and 
financial benefits of hospice care are proven. a 
more concentrated effort must be made to ensure 
that hospice care is available for all terminally ill 
Americans. To achieve this end, the health care 
delivery system must encourage physicians and 
the public to consider the hospice option. 

Physicians are taught to diagnose, treat. and 
heal illnesses. but they must also be reminded that 
itis not always possible to heal their patients. 
They must recognize thal once traditional medical 
care proves to be no longer effective, palliative 
care is available and. if this type of care is chosen, 
it should not indlegte a‘physician’s failure to heal. ~~ 
Medical schools. must move beyond teaching 
doctors how to heal and must improve physicians’ 
knowledge of quality care for dying patients when 
healing is not possible. 

Consumers also must be more proactive in 
determining how they would like to receive end- 
of-life care. The best time to make these decisions 
is before they are faced with a terminal illness. 
Consumers can make their health care wishes 
legally known by developing living wills and 
advanced directives. However, once these legal 
documents are developed. patients need to work 
with their physicians and families to ensure the 
directives are carried out. 

Patients, their families, and physicians must 
work together to improve understanding and 
communication about end-of-life care options. 
Patients who are fearful of dying alone and in pain 
do not need to turn to physician-assisted suicide to 
regain control of their lives. As the nation cel- 
ebrates National Hospice Month this November, 
we encourage you to research the hospice services 
available in your community, so that you will feel 
knowledgeable about health care options open to 
you before a terminal illness strikes.

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Bringing relief 
to those in need

Governor John Engler has designated Nov. 8- 
14 as Homeless Awareness Week 1998 in Michi- 
an. 
: Homeless Awareness Week is a statewide 
public campaign to educate the public about the 
many reasons people are homeless, the shortage of 
affordable housing for low income people, and the 
diligent work that homeless assistance providers 
are doing to bring relief to those most in need, 

This year’s focus is on mothers and children. 
The number of homeless families with children 
has increased significantly over the past 10 years, 
making children the fastest growing group of 
people experiencing homelessness. Today, the 
average age of a homeless person is 9 years old 
nationally. 

Statewide, more than 750 providers of shelter 
and services bring help to homeless families and 
individuals. More than 10,000 people sleep in 
emergency shelters in Michigan each night, and 
many others take refuge in cars, campsites, 
abandoned buildings, and other places unsuitable 
for humans to reside. As a result, an accurate 
number of homeless people in Michigan is hard to 
obtain and official counts are assuredly under- 
stated, 

Locally, approximately 20 people are sleeping 
in the area’s two emergency shelters and eight 
people are in transitional housing facilities. In 
addition to those living in established shelters, in 
their cars, or in the street, there are many more 
who teeter on the edge of homelessness. The 
problem is a systemic one, not merely an indi- 
vidual failure. 

Take Maude and Claude Jones, for instance 
(fictional names of a representative family in 
housing crisis). Maude and Claude have three 
children. ages five, three and two years. They are 
staying at Maude's parents home, wfich has only 
two bedrooms. They are cramped and Maude's 
parents are past the age at which they choose to 
tolerate the noisiness and commotion that is a 
normal part of a young family’s day. Maude’s 
parents want their extended family out of their 
home, even though they love them very much. . 

Justa year ago, Claude was working at a local 
machine shop that makes transmission gears for a 
large automotive corporation. He made $13 an 
hour as a beginning tool and die maker. Ten 
months ago, Claude was downsized by a major 
restructuring plan. Maude was not working 
because she left her job as a grocery store cashier 
when their first child was born. Responsible for 
the well-being of his family, Claude took the next 
best job he could find and became an assembly 
worker at a nearby factory at $7.50 an hour.

___, The Friends of the Boyne River (FOBR) held 
Ms Iaugural meeting just six months ago. It has 
been a busy time, the group has been actively 
Setting the necessary organizational structure in 
Place, as well as hosting and participating in a 
number of community activities. 

_ Some of the activities have included hosting 
river clean-ups, (including participation in the 
International Coastal Clean-up Day), purple 
loosestrife eradication efforts, and fun-filled 
educational fieldtrips to explore the Boyne River 
and its tributaries. 

The education committee of the FOBR is 
Starting to work with the local schools in both 
Boyne City and Boyne Falls to involve students in 
a river monitoring program. The group also 
participated in the Harvest Festival scarecrow 
contest, where the group had one of the winning 
entries prior to "Henry’s" disappearance from his 
rowboat. The group also received many inspired 
entries submitted during a recent logo contest, and 
the selected logo is now being refined. 

On behalf of the Lake Charlevoix Walleye 
Association, Pat Mitchell presented FOBR with a 
$2,000 check last week. 

“I think it’s a good cause and nobody's done 
anything to clean that river up and straighten up 
all of the damage that’s been done over the years,” 
Mitchell said. 

FOBR also received a $300 donation from the 
Xi Gamma Sorority, which has been earmarked to 
purchase a copy machine. 

The group is officially incorporated, and is 
pursuing non-profit status. The FOBR purpose, 
according to the group’s by-laws, is to “promote 
and maintain the environmental and recreational 
quality of the Boyne River and its watershed by 
protecting the water quality; preserving and 
restoring the aesthetic value and character of the 
tiver and its watershed; informing and educating 


the public about the corporation's activities and 
about issues involving the Boyne River Water- 
shed; promote wise resource management on 
public and private lands within the watershed; 
promote land conservatory within the Boyne River 
watershed; pursuing broad-based support of the 
corporation's activities; and facilitating the 
coordination of policies and action of various 
individuals, groups, and agencies affecting the 
environment within the watershed.” 

The Friends of the Boyne River has a diverse 
and talented board of directors to guide the 
organization, Board members are: president Tom 
Sheets, vice president Mary Campbell, treasurer 
Zack Shaltz, secretary Holly Shaltz, Larry Maltby, 
Vicki Standen, Gen Varnum, Ralph Parker, Marie 
Zoberski, Scott McEwen of the Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council, Kelly Howard of the 
Charlevoix County Soil Conservation District, and 
Rod Cortright of MSU Extension.

School board moves quickly to correct air 
quality problem in Boyne Elementary School 


TO THE EDITOR: 


When lovking at the issues school administrators 
face on a daily basis — test scores, budget shortfalls, 
personnel issues, curriculum challenges, and discipline 
problems — indoor air quality (IAQ) may seem like a 
low priority. Until it becomes a problem. Then it moves 
to the top of the priority list in a hurry. 

When I first started working for the school district 
this concern could be heard loud and clear from parents 
and staff at the elementary school. The issue was echoed 
by some of our school board members who had children 
auending the elementary school. 

Together. we felt putting indoor air quality issues 
near the top of our priority list before problems develop 
will save a lot of time, effort and money in the long run. 
Also, it would help maintain the positive relationship 
between staff and parents. You can’t put a price on that. 

But indoor air quality is an important issue for 
educators to consider for other reasons. First of all, taking 
indoor air quality seriously is simply the right thing to 
do. The health and welfare of students and staff must be 
your primary concern. If indoor air quality problems in 
your building are indeed affecting individuals, they must 
be identified and remedied. 

Indoor air quality is particularly sensitive in the 
elementary school because the students are kept in the 
same area nearly the entire day. The situation at the middle 
school and high school differs in that the exterior doors 
are opened several times per hour and students move 
around hourly, allowing some air exchange. Hopefully, 
an indoor air quality retrofit for the high school and 


middle school can be considered in conjunction with the 
next millage request. 

Our school board decided to take a proactive 
approach to indoor air quality which allowed us to handle 
problems before they become serious and create a crisis 
atmosphere. It also gives our school district the credibility 
that comes from taking leadership by being on top of 
problems. 

The actual work involved: some re-piping of the 
existing heating system for increased water flow, 
complete retrofit of all unit ventilators and air 
conditioners, and installation of five roof mounted power 
air relief vents with dusting. The project cost was 
approximately $100,000). 

Ideally, the air exchange rate in the classroom is 10- 
15 percent cubic feet per minute (CRM) per student, a 
standard that we now have accomplished at the 
elementary school (15 percent). 

I distributed a questionnaire to the elementary staff 
asking them to compare last year to this year in reference 
to indoor air quality, comfort levels, noise level, and 
absenteeism. There was an overwhelming positive 
response from staff members. Overall, they fee! that there 
now exists a quality learning environment at the 
elementary school. 

Administratively, we feel that a big thank you from 
our community is due to our school board for providing 
a safe and healthy environment for our elementary school 
students.

Maude and Claude soon found out that Claude's $210 a week take-home 
pay was not enough to pay for rent, food, clothes, utilities, vehicle 
maintenance and insurance, and routine visits to the doctor. 

With a net pay of $840 a month, Maude and Claude could not pay 
their rent of $600 a month, which is the current fair market rent for a three 
bedroom home in the area as determined by MSHDA and HUD. Studies 
on income and housing conclude that no more than 30-32 percent of a 
family’s take-home pay can go toward rent or mortgage payments, before 
utilities, for that family to remain secure in their home. Maude and 
Claude's rent is now 71 percent of their current income. They must now 
choose between payihg the rent and paying for other necessities. 

Soon, their phone was disconnected, cable shut off, and their propane 
ran out. They neglected the car’s minor problems and they turned into 
major ones. Their savings were depleted. The weather turned cold, so 
they used part of the rent money to buy some propane. They used the rest 
of the money to fix the car so Claude could get to work. Rent was not 
paid for two months because there was always something more immedi- 
ale, more pressing. They were served with an eviction notice. They 
moved in with Maude’s parents until they could find affordable housing. 
The problem is that on $840 a month, they can only afford to pay $250a 
Month in rent to stay within the 30 percent rule. But there aren’t many 
houses or apartments for rent for $250 a month. They are not alone. The 
need for low income housing is more than twice the supply. 

You can help. Organize citizen groups that advocate for the building 
of tow income hosing in your community and in your neighborhood. 
Donate to local agencies that are working to prevent and eliminate 
homelessness, such as the Charlevoix Emmet Housing Coalition (582- 
2894), The Salvation Army (347-3531), The Nehemiah Project (347- 
0363), the Women's Resource Center (347-0067) or the Northwest 
Michigan Human Services Agency (347-9070). Pressure your local, state, 
and federal representatives to appropriate more funding for low income 
housing. 

This is not a case of an inability to build more, it is a case of a lack of 
public and government will to build more. Don't all the Maude and 
Claude's and the children of our community deserve it?

Dustin Tinney (52), finishing fifth for the team, 
ran 17:11 — 38 seconds faster than his previous best 
time. Matt Shaw was 63rd at 17:18 and Jeremy 
Booze was 87th at 17:38.

And a 
celebratory welcome by about 200 people back home 
on the streets of East Jordan late Saturday night 
assured the team its victory hadn't gone unnoticed. 

“It seemed that the community was pretty 
excited too,” Snarey said.

PROJECT WILL LIKELY BE SCALED WAY BACK 
Boardwalk hits more trouble 


Plans for a boardwalk along the 
Boyne River have changed again and 
it’s possible the structure may not be 
built in the near future. 

The Boyne City Downtown 
Development Authority has been 
working on the proposed boardwalk 
for more than two years but is no 
closer to seeing it built than before it 
Started. 

The original plan called for the 
boardwalk to be built on the south 
side of the river between Lake and 
Park streets, with a possible 
pedestrian bridge built near Park 
Street sometime in the future. 

That plan hit a snag when some 
property owners did not give the city 
the necessary easements along the 
tiver for the boardwalk. 

At that point, the DDA went 
back to the drawing board and 
decided to design the boardwalk 
along the south side of the river 
starting at Lake Street, then crossing 
over about midway between Lake 
and Park streets, then continuing the

After getting verbal approval 
from the two landowners along the 
north side of the river that they would 
grant the necessary easements, the 
DDA decided to moved ahead with 
the new proposed design and hired 
Connie Pulcipher of Beckett and 
Raeder Inc., to design and prepare 
construction documents for the 
boardwalk. Beckett and Raeder is an 
Ann Arbor landscape, planning and 
engineering firm. 

Pulcipher led two community 
meetings about the boardwalk this 
past summer, completed preliminary 
design plans and was working on the 
final design when one of the property 
owners along the north side of the 
river told the city he was no longer 
interested in granting a free 
easement.

On Fridays, the classrooms and

which serve as a physical reminder 
of a school theme entitled “East Jor- 
dan Makes a World of Difference.” 

The program was instituted to 
build the children’s appreciation for 
their school and their community. 

“We are firm believers that com- 
munity as well as family connections 
benefits student growth,” East Jordan 
Elementary School Principal Charles 
Hershberger said. 

The school’s name was pur- 
posely omitted from the shirts to give 
students a sense that they are part of 
something larger. 

“The theme is more than just 
words on a page,” superintendent 
Chip Hansen said. 

Community-based projects such 
as raking leaves, and family involve- 
ment with students’ schoolwork are 
more active ways in which children 
work toward making differences in

their community, their school and in 
their own lives. 

The “making a difference” idea 
itself was introduced to the adminis- 
tration and staff — which was seek- 
ing a concept to incorporate commu- 
nity pride, belonging and commit- 
ment at the school by a teacher 
who had experienced a similar pro- 
gram in her student teaching days. 

Today, the most visible activity 
ued to that theme is Friday Folders. 
Filled with students’ work, 560 pack- 
ets are sent home with students at the 
end of each week, with the expecta- 
tion that their parents will review the 
work, sign the folders, and make 
comments if they wish. 

“We wanted to get a real system- 
atic Communication going between 
the school and homes.” Hershberger 
said. And tying the folders to the 
school’s theme drove home how im- 


portant it really is. 

“As far as building some con- 
nections, which is one of our goals, I 
see that happening,” Hershberger 
said. 

Classrooms that return 100 per- 
cent of the signed folders by the fol- 
lowing Monday, earn the right to dis- 
play a pennant outside their room as 
a reward for their commitment. Since 
the program’s inception at the begin- 
ning of the school year, all the stu- 
dents from two particular classrooms 
have hit the perfect mark each week. 
The remainder of the school’s retum 
rate hovers uround a respectable 97 
percent, 

“Tt tells us that kids” work is get- 
ung home to parents,’ Hershberger 
said. It allows parents to see what 
their kids are working on and what 
aspect of the curriculum teachers are 
dealing with at any given time. 


sparkling example of the power of teamwork. 

Working almost entirely with grant funding 

and gifts, and relying on the talents and energy 

of local volunteers, the Community Playground Project has 
been completed.

“The kids have been real proud 
about bringing them back,” 
Hershberger said. Parents have even 
been known to drop the folders off 
when their children are absent — al- 
though absences do excuse late fold- 
ers. 

Parents have been real support- 
ive on this and we’re real excited 
about that,” Hershberger said. 

Other visual items include ban- 
ners hung at various ends of the 
school emblazoned with the slogan, 
and additional pennants in common 
areas — with stickers added for each 
successful week of folder returns — 
as reminders of how well students are 
doing with their Friday Folders. 

“I think kids like coming to 
school here and we want to make sure 
we keep that going,” Hershberger 
said. 

Tied into the theme through the 
social studies curriculum are commu- 
nity service projects. Third graders 
raked the yards of six neighborhood 
senior citizens this fatl. Other stu- 
dents will choose activities based on
